when the new rates are effectiv e,

Parcel post rates will undergo 
drastic changes,

a time. The two cent serv ice rate

cent a 
pound. For the local zone, w ith­ 
in the local postoffice 
th e rate 
will be sev en cents for the first

In zones one and two, the first 
pound rate will be sev en cents 
and each additional pound two 
cents. In zone 3, the rate will be 
eight and two; zone 4 , eight and

On the local zones, and one,

Both increases and decreases 


n. the various rates are noted 
on the bulletins received by A. 


Riggs, postmaster. In regard 


to post cards, only the govern- 
ment cards have had one cent 
rates for several years, and 
when the new rates are effective, 
;he old one cent rate will apply 
;o private, souvenir and 
other 


postals, which heretofore have 
•equired two cents. 


Parcel post rates will undergo 


drastic changes, and 
will no 


doubt cause much,confusion for 
•x time. The two cent service rate 
will be discontinued under the 
new rates /on parcel post. The 
increases in this class of mail is 
.ncreased about one 
cent a 


pound. For the local zone, with- 
in the local postoffice 
the rate 


will be seven cents for the first 
pound and,one cent for 
each 


additional pound. 


In zones one and two, the first 


pound rate will be seven cents 
and each additional pound two 
cents. In zone 3, the rate will be 
eight and two; zone 4, eight and 
four- zone 5, nine and six; zone

twelve. 


On the local zones, and one, 


two and three, a reduction of

active part in 
the 
business, 


school and club life of the com- 
munity.

Seen as Possible Choice If 


Democrats Deadlock 


Omaha, Neb., June 18—If the 


Democratic national convention 
should fall into a deadlock 
at 


Houston this month and, in a 
search for a compromise candi- 
date, should nominate ex-Sena- 
tor Gilbert M. Hitchcock for the" 
presidency, the 
ensuing cam- 


paign probably would be enliv- 
ened by frequent references to 
America's foreign policy. 


For Hitchcock, who led the 


fight for President Wilson in the 
Senate over the League of Na- 
tions, knows foreign problems as 
other men know big league base- 
ball. Newspaper editor, lawyer 
and statesman, he has examined 
the sphere of international rela- 
tions closely and is thoroughly 
at home in it. 


The former Nebraska senator 


has been out of politics since 
1923, when he retired from ;the 
Senate. In the 
pre-convention 


months of 1920 he was often 
mentioned as a candidate 
for 


the Democratic nomination for 
the presidency, and at the San 
Francisco convention-he drew 18 
votes on the early ballots; he did 
not figure as a serious conten- 
der, however. 


Studied Law at Michigan 
Gilbert 
Monnell 
Hitchcock 


was born in Omaha on Sept, 18, 
1859. He spent-his youth here, 
gaining his education in the 
Omaha public schools. In 
his1 


'teens he was sent abroad, and 
he remained for two years at 
Baden-Baden, Germany, study- 
ing. On his return to America 
he entered the University of 
Michigan as a 
law student, 


graduating in 1881 with the de- 
gree of LL. B. 


Immediately after His gradua- 


tion Hitchcock returned to Oma- 
ha and began the practice of 
law. For four years he continued 
as an attorney; then, in 1885, 
his energies demanded . a, new 
outlet and he decided to become 
a newspaper publisher. Forth- 
with he founded the Omaha 
Evening World. 


A young man who, without 


prior training in the ways of the 
profession, plunges 
into 
the 


newspaper world as an editor is 
courting disaster. But Hitchcock 
was shrewd and quick to learn. 
Somewhat to the suprise of ot- 
her Omaha newspapermen, who 
had expected to see the young 
lawyer's venture fail, he prosper- 
ed; and in 1889 he startled his 
associates by buying the Omaha 
Morning Herald and consolidat- 
ing his two papers into one, the 
World-Herald.

On several occasions 
heiiid not hesitate to-side" with 
the; minority against'the adn#n-> 
istr'ation regarding war meas- 
ures, and in 1918 he and Senator 
James A. Reed of Missouri were 
listed among the chief critics of 
the War Department and its 
chief, Secretary Newton D. Bak- 
er. 


After the armistice, howeer, 


Hitchcock found himself firmly 
in accord with President Wil- 


son's policies; and when Wilson 
returned form France with the 
League of Nations covenant,- 
Senator Hitchcock was one of 
his most ardent supporters. 
In 


a short time he was a trusted 
confidant of the president, and 
when the covenant came 'to the 
floor of the Senate the Nebraska 
senator was in charge of the ad- 
ministration forces. 


It was a long, hard fight that 


Hitchcock fought for the coven- 
ant. His opponents were led by 
such redoubtable fighters as 
Senators Henry Cabot 
Lodge, 


William E. Borah and James A. 
Reed; and in the end, they pre- 
vailed. The covenant went down 
to defe.at, and in 1923 Hitchcock 
retired'from public life, return- 
ing to his newspaper at Omaha. 


Hitchock's name 
has been 


mentioned frequently of late as 
a possible compromise candidate 
at the coming Democratic con- 
vention. Oddly enough, he is t 
not an out and out dry; at least | 
he has not always been. In 1920 
there was a rumor that he would i 
bcome an active presidential! 
candidate on a "beer platform"; I 
and a message from him to his 
followers at that time sheds an 
interesting light on his position.

Extension Leases are Taken in 


Southwestern Part of the 


State for Oil 


Renewed interest in 
drilling 


for oil in Indiana is manifest 
in many counties and is more 
intensive than in years. 


Especially is this true in the 


southwestern part of the state 
where extensive areas have been 
leased in at least twelve coun- 
ties, according to reports filed in 
the office of Dr. W. N. .Logan, 
state geologist. Counties along 
the Ohio river from Harrison to 
Posey are the scene of much ac- 
tivity and at this time eight 
test wells are being drilled in an 
effort to locate the extension of 
the producing area in Kentucky

Although the largest percent- 


age of operations is taking place 
in western and southwestern In- 
diana counties, there is a revival 
of interest in the old trenton 
field in northeastern 
Indiana. 


Several wells are being drilled in 
Jay, Adams, Wells and neigh- 
boring counties. The best pro- 
ducer drilled in the last month 
was in southwestern Vigo 
and 


northwestern Sullivan counties. 
One well which made 75 barrels 
a day. and two which made 40 
barrels a day each, were com- 
pleted in this area. 


According to the geology di- 


vision of the stat,e conservation 
department, successful gas wells 
recently were drilled in 
Harri- 


son, Pike, Gibson and 
RUsh 


counties, and in the last men- 
tioned county a remarkable re- 
cord was made. One 
company 


drilled twenty producing 
gas 


wells before a dry hole was en- 
countered. 


During the first three months 


of this year Indiana 
produced 


320,000 barrels of oil, an 
in- 


crease of 54,000 barrels for 
the 


corresponding period a year ago. 
During the first three months of 
1928 the southwestern 
counties 


showed the greatest gain, 
the 


increase in this 
area 
being 


enough to offset a loss for the 
northeastern ' counties 
when 


compared with the production 
for> the first three months of 
last year, in the 
southwestern 


counties the production for the 
first three months period of this 
year was 290,000 barrels, com- 
pared to 221,000 barrels for the 
corresponding period a year ago; 
an increase of 69,000 barrels.
